David  Dransfield,  a  member  of

least  12  months. 

David  said  ’The  reason  for  this  is  to 
halt  the  loss  of  membership.  I  believe 
this  is  the  most  important  matter  the 
club  has  to  face.’* 

David  said  that  his  first  action  would 
be  to  make  inquiries  as  to  the  exact 
financial  position  of  the  club,  including 
the  present  number  of  members. 

He  would  also  ascertain  the  exact

However,  far  beyond  providing  just  a 
club  in  London,  the  Sloane  Club 
affiliation  also  offers  Tattersall’s

Cliveden,  the  former  home  of  Viscount 
Astor  in  Berkshire,  arguably  one  of  the 
most  famous  mansions  in  the  world,  and 
the  Royal  Crescent  Hotel  at  Bath, 
situated  in  the  middle  of  the  world 
famous  Royal  Crescent  in  that  beautiful 
West  Country  city. 

The  Sloane  Club  building  was  erected 
at  the  turn  of  the  century  and  has  115 
bedrooms,  half  of  them  with  en  suite 
bathrooms.  This  means  that 
accommodation  is  normally  available  at 
24  hours  notice  or  less  and  that  family 
parties  can  usually  be  accommodated  in 
adjacent  rooms,  if  desired.

The  club  describes  itself  as  unlike  any 
other  in  London  and  having  an 
atmosphere  that  is  “elegant  but  relaxed, 
in  the  style  of  a  country  house’’. 

The  club  is  situated  in  its  own  private 
garden,  and  in  addition  to  the  sitting 
rooms  and  bars,  also  offers  a  private 
function  room  and  an  oak  panelled 
dining  room. 

The  tariff  ranges  from  L40.50  for  a 
single  room  to  L71.50  for  a  double  or 
twin  with  en  suite  bathroom,  while 
dining  room  charges  range  from  L3.50 
for  English  breakfast  to  LI 4.00  for 
dinner  a  la  carte. 

Cliveden,  quite  apart  from  its  300 
years  of  history  and  its  general 
splendour  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
River  Thames,  is  famous  from  before 
World  War  2  as  the  home  of  Nancy 
Astor,  Britain’s  first  woman  MP,  and 
also  as  the  meeting  place  of  the 
Cliveden  Set,  a  leading  political  group 
of  the  period. 

This  “hotel"  offers  boating,  riding, 
golf,  400  acres  of  walking  through 


gardens  and  woods,  fishing,  squash, 
tennis  and  swimming  in  a  heated  pool, 
as  well  as  an  exercise  room,  a  steam  and 
sauna  room  and  a  billiards  room. 

The  tariff?  LI 50  to  L200  a  day  for 
double  or  twin  rooms,  depending  on  the 
outlook  from  the  room. 

For  the  once  in  a  lifetime  splurge 
however,  there  are  suites  ranging  from 
L250  to  a  maximum  of  L500,  which  of 
course,  includes  breakfast  but  not  a 
compulsory  contribution  to  the  National 
Trust  which  actually  owns  Cliveden. 

The  Royal  Crescent  Hotel  at  Bath,  is, 
as  one  would  expect,  decorated  and 
furnished  in  Georgian  style,  with  its 
suites  named  after  such  well  known 
Georgian  figures  as  Brinsley  Sheridan, 
the  playwright,  Sir  Percy  Blakeney,  the 
mythical  Scarlet  Pimpernel, 
Rowlandson,  the  artist  and  Beau  Nash.

The  waiving  of  the  $2.50  fee  for  using 
the  club  swimming  pool  is  proving  very
